The smallest, hut one of the State's 
fifty-seven counties, Marin yet spreads out 
at San Francisco’s very eoorstep all the 
variety of natural beauties that together 
sive California its fame. If a beneficent 
God, foreseeing great popuations on the 
bay, had determined to assemble for their 
@elight something of all the elements that 
earn California the love or her children, 
lie could not have done better than this. 

And having placed it here, Ho has pro- 
tested it against spoliation wy giving it 2 
broken and hezvily-indented shore line of 
high hilts, so that the erowds who seek 
flat places have gone elsewhere and Jeft 
Marin for the enjoyment or those who love 
wild flowers and virgin woods and wind- 
swept hillsides, 
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But Marin is even better than that. For 
not all of us ean live here, and Sundays 
foy hiking come hut once «# week. And 
wo for the other six @ays Marin lifts as it 
were a beacon to its spacious natural 
world, jifts the lovely and Intimate moun- 
fain of Tamalpais for a reminder, lifts it 
in lines of sheer tender beauty, crowning 
the northern sky line for thousands of 
weary conrmuters and the prodders on San 
Francisco's hills. 

“Imminent Tamalpais.” Stevenson called 
it. Yet its imminenee is of an aloof and 
ether-world beauty. It is magic. Tamalpais 
fs of Marin. And it is a possession of all 


the bay country, Many a traveler, return~ 
ing, gets the true thrill of heme with his 
first sight of its long, gentile slopes as 
seen from a bay ferry hoat or a climbing 
cable ear. 

Those of us who live in Marin alweys 
wonder why it has escaped a more gen- 
eral Invasion. And we are selfishly thank- 
ful that its settlements remain quaint and 
distinetive villages and have not been 
turned into characteriess suburbs with 
rows of bungalows ail alike and Obill- 
boards hiding every vacant lot, 
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We Marinites are the despair of the reel 
estate man. George F. Babbitt would say 
we were lacking in pep and vision. We 
are actually glad that the gregarious mob 
hasn't come our way. 

And at the same time we do our best 
to get it here, by trying to persuade) in- 
dividuals that they are missing California 
life at its unspojied best when they live 
anywhere else. 

The invasion is coming. New ferries— 
and some day a bridge—will start the cur- 
rent northward across the Golden Gate. 
The pressure of population will send tens 
of thousands into our valleys and up the 
fianks of our hills. And except in our most 
selfish moods, we welcome their coming, 
There is a largeness about the Marin land- 
scape that will dwarf the biggest of towns. 
Mill Valley doubles and trebles its popula- 
tion. But it remains, from Sausalito or 
Belvedere, a mere suggeston of nesiting 
homes, and at night a twinkling of tiny 
stars at the foot of the great mountain. 
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Every Sunday sees Marin’s nopuiation 
doubled by the hikers. Marin’s trails are 
doing as much as al) the doctors to give 
the bay cities a healthy people, and per- 
haps as much as all the preachers to give 
them the love of beauty and the reverence 
that are essential elements of all religions. 

For those who lament the old times, 
whether the cafe life that is passing, or 
the sterner home disciplines of an earlier 
generation, there is no betier tonic and 
eheer than to stand at the Sausalito 
terminal of a Sunday morning and watch 
the cascade of wholesome youngsters of 
all ages that pours off the city ferry 
shouting and laughing in sheer joy of re- 
Jease from the unnatural repressions of a 
her@led «ity life.

without effort or initiative on ‘ts part, 
Tamalpais’ slopes and the redwood canyons 
below have been saved for all time es 2 
playground by Marin’s need of @ water 
supply, and by the enlightened selfishness 
of the owners of the lkunds and of the 
eork-screw railroad to Tamelpais’ summit 
and to Muir Woods below. 


For there is nothing in all California 
to exceed Marin, either in the variety or 
the beauty of Its seascapes and Jandscapes 
and intimate nooks. No city in America 
has such a playground at its doors. New 
York's Long Island and Westchester 
eounty or Boston’s North Shore are not 
to be mentioned with it, nor is any region 
within fifty miles of Les Angetes. Only 
Monterey and Santa Barbata counties are 
to he compared, both denled to the many by 
distance from the city jobs to which mere 
and more of us beeome bound. 
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Marin county, as you know, is a pen- 
insula, thrusting down between the upper 
bay ane the sea, to form the north portal 
of the Goiden Gate. Scarcely a foot of 
it but is within sight and smell of salt 
water, for besides heing surrounded on 
three sides by sea and bay, its bay shores 
are sharply indented in inlets that run clear 
back almost to the foot ef Tamalpais. 


The geologists tell us that all San Fran- 
cisco bay was once a great vailey, with 
a viver flowing through it between Angel 
Island and Tiburon, where Raccoon Strait 
now lies, then on through what is now 
the Golden Gate, but was then a gorge 
washed by thé river. And these inlets, be- 
ginning with Richardson's bay, were smaller 
lateral valleys that were submerged with 
the larger one when the jand subsided and 
the sea came creeping in. 
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Mt. Tamalpais cuis Marin county shrough 
the center with its east and west ride, 
From it great mountainous fingers of iand 
stretch south and eastward into the bay, 
which rens up between them in bine inlets 
of rare beauty. These tinger-tips break

or cliffs. There is no flat inviting plain 
facing San Francisco. 

And so, while Oakland and ite suburbs 
boast of 300,000 population, a mere 4000 
eling to Sausalito's hillsides. The hills 
vising steep from the ferry, seem to repe! 
all but a few, and they go on by electric 
train, to Mill Valley at the foot of the 
mountain, or through the tunné) thai 
pierees the easterly foothills of Tamalpais, 
fo the lovely valleys of Ross and San 
Anselmo and San Rafael. i 
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Beyond Jies another Marin a land of 
gentie round hills and broad rich valleys, 
inmerging to the northward into the Peta- 
Juma valley, and famous long ago for its 
fine fruity and its big crops of wheat and 
potatoes and its datry herds. - 


Then, to the westward, is a land known 
to hikers—e bold coust, almost unbroken 
except for Bolinas bay, Point Reyes penin- 
suia and Tomales bay beyond. Once the 
giant redwoods ran all the way down to 
the beach, and to Bolinas in the early days 
eame lumbermen and shipbuilders, who de- 
nuded the slopes so that the clear water of 
the bay became muddy through erosion. 
Point Reyes is a region by itself, almost 
eut off from the mainland by the low valley 
connecting Bolinas and Temales bay. Its 
Inverness Rodge, just west of this valley, is 
a wooded slope of rare beauty. 


; * * * 


But ft have friends in Marin who will re- 
sent my writing of it thus as a suburb and 
2 playground for the City. They will point 
out that Marin’s shores were mapped and 
known in Europe long before San Fran- 
sisco Bay was so much as discovered by the 
white men. They remember that it was 
here Drake landed, and thither came many 
another explorer from Spsin and Portugal 
and England before Portola'’s expedition 
discovered the great bay to the seuthward 
that brought Ayala’s Spanish packet to a 
cove of Angel Island. They will remind us 
that here in Marin the Spanish established 
their most northerly outpost, thereby check- 
ing and discouraging the Russian settle- 
ment at Fort Ross and preventing 2 series 
of events that might have changed Pacific 
oast histery very radically. 

Marin county keeps its individuality, 
and even the commuters find this its great- 
est charm, San Rafael offers wholesome 
and beauttiful living for many 2a suburban- 
ite. But it rersains also a distinctive county 
seat city with a character of its own, with 
a lingering flavor of the oid California and 
a due regard for the old traditions. Per- 
hans the Italians, who entered the north- 
of-the-bay country very early, have some- 
thing to do with this. One does not forget, 
in Marin, that it is the gateway to the old 
wine country. Thoroughly American in most 
ways, Marin has escaped the tedious 
standardization of thought and conduct 
ehsracteristic of the American suburb,

He re- 
ported, and was told to intercept the three 
Strangers. Fremont added that he wanted 
no prisoners.

But before Fremont’s time men of 
the English tongue had made Marin county 
history. The first of them was John Reed, 
an Irishman, who eame to Sausalito. in 
1826, butlt a rude sheck there, and started 
the first ferry, a sail boat. He was a Pat 
of education, and had come to the bay from 
South America, where he had been agent 
for an English tradir g house. He applied 
for a grant of the Sausalito rancho, but 
was refused on the ground that the pen- 
insula was reserved for military purposes, 
Perhaps there was another reason.

Francisco there lived Captain 
William Richardson, an EngHsh seafarer, 
who had come ashore there in 18f2 and 
married Senorita Maria Antonia Martinez, 
daughter of the commandante, He was in 
high favor with the Mexican authorities, 
and was appointed captain of the port. He, 
too, applied for the Sausalito grant, and 
finally got iit at the cost of no one knows 
how much wire-pulling, in which perhaps 
his Spanish wife had a part, 

At any rate, Reed a few years later mar- 
ried the danghter of Martinez’ successor 
and was duly rewarded by the grant of 
Rancho del Corte Madera del Presidio. The 
records show him a vigorous pioneer as late 
as 1852. He preceded Don Timoteo Murphy 
xs majordomo of the San Rafael Mission. 
He erected sawmills on the site of Milt 
Valley and Sausalito, and it was his enter- 
prise that stripped the shores of canyons 
bordering Richardson’s bay of their great 
redwoods sand eonverted them into piers 
and timbers for San Francisco's first 


wharves.

Sut Captain Richardson rwrevsifed at 
Sansalito, His land title, long delayed, 
merely confirmed an authority that he had 
alrerndy assumed, there as captain cf the 
port of San Francisco. Richardson's bay 
was then known as the Bahia Balleneros, or 
Whaler’s bay. For many years it had heen 
a famous and notorious reach of salt water, 
famous as a winter anchorage undisturbed 
by Spanish authority, notorious as a place 
whers it was better not to remain ashore 
after nightfall. Wood and water were 
plentiful and there was fresh meat for @ 
few dollars the carcass. Hither came Hrite 
ish and Yankee whalers, French pearlers, ~ 
Ifenolulu traders, vessels of the China trades 
blown off their course and secking a shel- 
tered place to reortfit. Captains and erews 
looked forward to arriving there by Christ-

exchanging news and gossip and talking of 
home. 

We know that there were water tanks 
and rude warehouses, and we can guess 
that there were also drinking resorts for 
the sailors. For many years it was a 
saving up and down the coast that if one 
wished to die one should go tu Sausatita 
and fill up a beach grave." 

Captain Richardson saw hfs opportunity. 
He came with law and or@er of his own 
devising, and fixed charges for and 
wood Even after the American occupation, 
skippers understood that if they wanted a 
prompt clearance and no trouble with red 
tape they would do hetter to move over to 
the Sausalito anchorage for their water and 
Supplies.

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Richardson's bay became that in fact as 
well as name. For many years he con- 
tinued to live at the Fresidio, but in 1836 
he moved his family to Sausalite and built 
the first substantial home there in Wild- 
wood Glen, the first canyon running west 
from Richardson's bay, just north of the 
Sausalito hill Here his son, Stephen, was 
born, and here as a boy he rode over the 
hills with his father's vaqueros. Today, past 
90, Stephen is an inmate of the County Hos- 
pital in San Francisco and owns not a foot 
of the Richardson grant.

When the gold rush came and San liran- 


eis¢o became a povuleus city overnight, 
Captain Richardson's primitive water 


drinking water and Captain Reed cut and 
gawed much of its lumber. One raft con- 
taining 80,000 feet was floated from the 
Marin shore, and a flourishing lumbering 
and ship building industry began at Bolings 
bar. 

The year 1849 browght Captain Story to 
Sausalito with the first group of Amorican 
settlers. The town grew rapidly until 1852, 
and the Navy established there a warehouse 
and other buildings, Then eave the great 
Sacramento fire, and the shortage of lumber 
for rebuilding sent prices so high that 
Sausalito was demolished and the materials 
gent up the bay and river to 
Sausatito Jay dormant then until 1868, when 
the Sausalito Land and Perry Company was 
organized and hegan the development of 
its thousand acres that has continued until 
this day. 


Very early a British Consul-General 
made his home in Sausalito, and an Eng- 
Nish colony grew up around him, until to- 
day there are parts of the tewn that look 
like an English village up-ended on the 
coast ,of Spain or Madeira, Many 1temain. 
They set the tone of life there, a simple, 
wholesome life showing a love of the old 
and with lite of the American passion for 
change and progress. 

Sausalito’s pioneers include the post- 
master, E. H. Shoemaker, who for forty 
years was superintendent and manager of 
the county’s first railroad, the old narrow 
gauge line of the Nerth Pacifie Coast. It 
ren from Cazadero in seuthern Senoma 


county to Sausalito, bringing farm pro- 
duce, fire wood, lumber and cattle to the 
ferries and taking back the products of 
the city. Shoemaker was a famous rail- 
road man in his time, solving engineering 
problems that attracted the notice of en- 
gineering journals everywhere. The road 
was consolidated in 1904 with the new 
line that became the Northwestern Pacific, 


bers of expeditions from Virginia and 
Baltimore. Two vf.them, Davis and Taylor, 
established the first store, on C street, 
which then skirted the bay shore, and 
they put a small sloop on the run to San 
Frantisco to take the place of a whale 
boat that had been the only means of com- 
munication by water with the metropolis.

with freight terminals at Tiburon and its 
passenger terminal at Sausalito, 

The county as a whole developed siowly 
but steadily. At Bolinas bay, Don Gre- 
gorio Briones’ famous Spanish raneho with 
its. old-time hospitality was succeeded in 
time by the lumbering and ship building 
activities of the 1850's. In the Nicasio and 


Tomales districts, solid American farmers 
settled with their families, buying land 
from the original grantees and quickly 
building up a reputation for their farm 
products. Among the most active and 
successful of them Was William Vander- 
bilt, leader in an early fight against the 


aggression of unservpulous 
which showed the sturdy American pio- 
neer virtues at their best. His grandson 
is the Major Vanderbilt now honored inthe 
county as head of the Mount ‘Tamalpais 
Military Academy at San Rafael.

San Rafael itself 
the decline of the mission. 
years Mexican law prohibited the laying 
out of a town or the sale of any of the 
surrounding lands, which in theory were 
reserved for the Indians. ‘The mission's 
crumbling and desolate buildings, never 
very impressive, and the handful of sick, 
unhappy Indians who still lingered there 
repelled settlers instead of attracting 
them. Even in 1851, after a tewn had 
been laid out and the Legislature had 
designated it as the county seat, San Ra- 
fael consisted of ten residences, one store, 
the ruined mission buildings, one hoarding 
house and one satoon. Don Timoteo 
Murphy's house of adobe was the only 
substantial structure, and here the early 
court sessions were held. 


But in 1850 there had come to San Ra- 
fael men destined to be its real pioneers 
—men of means and education who had 
arrived in San Francisco in 1849 as mem-

dences, three stores, two hotels, a restau- 
rant, two livery stables, a public schocl, 
an academy, a newspaper, a telegraph of- 
fice, a barber, three lawyers and a physi- 
cian. Prier to 1865, the live stock and

One of the great adyaniages of the 
cities of Southern Marin county is the 
adequate supply of pure mountain 
water which they have assured them- 
selves through the successful forma- 
tion and operation of the Marin Mu- 
nicipal Water District. Their do- 
mestic water comes from three limpid 
mountain lakes, all spring-fed, set in a 
great natural park without human 
habitation on the watershed. John 
Burt, who has written the following 

account of the history and works of 
this remarkable co-operative municipal 
enterprise, is the general manager of 


the Marin Municipal Water District.

Since actual erations Were begun on 
November 1, 1916, the district has taken 
over fifteen smail systems and, has 
laid extensions of into eleven new 
subdivisions, there ishing an ade- 
quate water supply for the development of 
considerable: territory that was formerly 


either entirely without a water supply or 
had a supply that was not adequate to its 


needs. The increase in assessed valuation 
in three of these new subdivisions alone 
aniounts to over $110,000, and this increase 


is directly traceable to the Installation of 
an adequate water supply.

present time {s approximately 7300, showing 
a gain of 2500 consumers.

Fruit Growing Is 
In Healthy State 


LTHOUGH aso itarge a part ef 
A agriculturat Marin county is de- 
2 voted to drying and poultry, the 


fruit orchards still make a healthy show- 
ing. According to the figures of the 
county assessor, 13,200 acres are devoted to 
fruit trees and vines, of which all but 2600 
acres are in bearing. 

These orchards and vineyards consist of 
the following: Grapes, 400 acres, all bear- 
ing; apples, 2009 acres, all bearing; apri- 
cots, 2000 acres in bearing, 500 non-bear- 
ing; cherries, 300 acres not yet bearing; 
peaches, 1500 acres, all bearing; pears, 2500 
Acres, all bearing; plunis, 200 “acrés, all 
bearing; prunes, 2000 in bearing, 1500 non- 
bearing; walnuts, 300 acres not yet in 
hearing. 

The grain acreage in the county amounts 
to 8750 acres, Of this, 6000 acres are cut for 
hay, So only 2750 acres are harvested for 
grain, as follows: Wheat, 750 acres; oats, 
1506 acres; barley, 500 acres, 

Marin county has long been a producer 
of good potatoes.

HE NATURAL park ofs mountain, 

j , Woodland, lake and seashore which 
mukes so large a part of Marin county

P. Brownlee Company Reports 
Completion in Time for 
Mountain Play 


California is soon to have a new mountain Boulevard 
which for scenic effects will surpass anything of its kind in 
the world. The road is to be known as the Mt, Tamalpais- 
Ridgecrest Boulevard, and will wind up the sides of Mt. 
Tamalpais. The road is virtually a continuation of the 
well-known Fairfax-Bolinas road, which winds above the 
Alpine Dam and circles down the western slope of Bolinas 
Ridge. The new highway shunts off from the old highway 
at the crest of the ridge and undulates over the golden dome 
of Marin to Rock Spring, thence to West Peak, the present 
terminus, and when completed will extend to Middle Peak 
and from there to the door of the Tavern. 


The new highway will be twenty-four feet wide, and at the 
turns will be widened to forty feet, thus making it safe for 
the motorist. Another feature will be the exposure of every 
foot of the surface to the sun, thus insuring rapid drying in 
wet weather. Safety signs and warnings safeguard the 
motorist all along the route. 


The road is to be a tol] road, and the toll rate will be very 
reasonable when compared to other similar roads. 


The construction and engineering work is being done by the 
S. P. Brownlee Construction Company of San Rafael, under 
the personal supervision of Mr. S. P. Brownlee. The Com- 
pany, despite the hardships encountered, announces comple- 
tion of the highway in time for the Mountain Play, which 
takes place the last Sunday in May.

Chaparral, comprising many spe- 
cles of flowering shrubs, including 
manzanita and the toyon, or Cali- 
fornia holly, lies densely over the 
ridges. 

As the Tamalpais district ineludes 
the highest mountains and heaviest 
growth of timber and brush it con- 
tains, therefore, the largest streams. 
They are the Lagunitas, which 
comes down from the north slope 
of Tamalpais to combine with the 
San Geronimo to form the Paper 
Mill creek, Olema creek in the yal- 
ley of Tomales bay, and the Ross 
Valley ereek.

Marin County, with its southern extremity forming 
the north side of the Golden Gate, is the portal to 
the north coast portion of California and, of all the 
wonderful counties in the State, it stands pre-em- 
inent in climate, healthfulness and the diversity of 
its scenery, 


The county lays just claim to the title, “Califor- 
nia's Natural Playground,” for with magnificent Mt. 
Tamalpais towering over the lower hills that slope 
to the blue Pacific on one side, toward San Francisco 
Bay on the other, and inland gradually merging into 
fertile valleys, dotted here and there with beautiful 
little cities, it is a veritable paradise for the casual 
tourist, the homeseeker, the automobilist, the “hiker” 
and the sportsman, It has long afforded inspiration 
to artists and those who really love nature at her 
best. 


The southern half of the county might be termed 
the “residence section” and the northern half the 
“agricultural,” dairying being the largest single in- 


dustry. 


San Rafael, the county seat, is geographically, 
physically and: financially the hub of the county, 
The city proper covers approximately twelve square 
miles and nestles at the foot of a series of hilis that 
reach gradually upward to Mt. Tamalpais on one side 
and slope to San Francisco Bay on the other; form- 
ing an almost perfect horseshoe, While not strictly 
a suburban city, a number of the 8000 residents have 
business interests in San Francisco and commute 
daily, the time being less than an hour by train and 
ferry, with excellent highway to Point San Quentin, 
Sausalito and the automobile ferries. 


Being a county of homes, Marin county naturally 
has a splendid school system, delightful parks, ex- 
cellent stores and churches of all denominations. 
The water supply is conceded to be as pure as any in 
the country and comes from Alpine Lake, a body of 
water impounded high up in the hills, the lake and 
all the water sources leading thereto being the prop- 
erty of the citizens. controlled through Mariu County 
Municipal Water District, Other public utilities such 
as gas, electricity, telephone and transportation, fur- 
nish excellent service. 


The healthfulness of Marin County is unquestioned, 
one reason being the slight variation in mean tem- 
peratures throughout the year. The geographical 
location of the county, coupled with the topography 
of the surrounding country, renders the county par- 
ticularly free from fog and frost, while gentle winds 
trom the near-by Pacific temper the heat in summer.

During the past four years the highest tempera- 
ture was 90 degrees and the lowest 34 degrees, 
neither extremes being of any duration, The aver- 
age rainfall at San Rafael as given is fairly accurate 
for the entire county.
